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Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant's amendment of 1-25-08 has overcome the previous rejection of 102(e) based 
on Bernardelli et. al. (PP' 198). Thus, said rejection is now withdrawn. 

With no other rejection, claims 3, 5, 6, 8-11, 13, 17 and 18 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's remarks indicated that the reference's (PP' 198) compound (in 
paragraph [0764]) differed from the claimed compound by having a CH 2 between 
NH and COOH. Thus, the teaching of Bernardelli et. al. no longer anticipates the 
instant formula (I). Furthermore, the generic teaching of Bernardelli (PP' 198) 
does not teach a substituent equivalent to the instant R 4 , or the instant group (a) or 
(c) of R 2 . Thus, there is no motivation for a prima facie case of obviousness. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
